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VATICAN DISCOVERY,

REPORT THAT PILATE’S ACCOUNT 
OF THE CRUCIFIXION HAS 
BEEN FOUND. 


THE STORY NOT CONFIRMED. 


'The Only Paper Yet Authenticated Is 
Dated A. D, 149 and Refers 
to Pilate’s Report. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 


ROME, Nov. 5.—The Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent visited the Vatican te obtain 
authoritative information regarding the Tre- 
ported finding in the’ Vatican archives of 
Pontius Pilate’s report to Emperor Tiberius 
of the crucifixion of Christ. 

One story current was that the original 
report had been found and that the Pope 
had ordered a careful study of it. Another 
was that the document discovered was not 
Pilate’s report, but a manuscript of A, D. 
149 referring to it, while other fragmentary 
writings of the third and fifth centuries, 
touching the same matter, had come to 
light also. 

The correspondent found the Vatican au- 
thorities very reticent. Some officials were 
very chary of admitting that anything had 
been discovered at all, and were extremely 


apprehensive lest they might be represented 
as giving color to an expectation that a 
contemporary account of the most solemn 
event in the world’s history is in existence. 

The subkeeper of the Vatican archives 
said: “His Holiness naturally is extremely 
cautious about permitting the publication 
of any document with the imprint of the 
Holy See, the authenticity of which may af- 
terward be reasonably contested. His Holi- 
ness has been profoundly interested in the 
possibility of the discovery of the original 
document referred to in the one dated A. D. 
149, but so far search has been fruitless.” 

The correspondent athered that the 
manuscript of A. D. 149 only refers to the 
earlier report, and contains no details from 
it of any value, and that a careful, exhaus- 
tive search for the original is now being 
made in the Vatican by experts ¢gpecially 
commissioned by the Holy Father, who are 
also to search for references to it in docu- 
ments written earlier than A, D. 149. 

The first indication of the possible exist- 
ence of this exceedingly interesting report 
was obtained accidentally by an erudite 
monk engaged in looking through the 
archives of the fifth century and gathering 
facts concerning the early history of the 
papacy. He followed the clue back to manu- 
scripts of the third century, and then again 
laboriously pursued his task until further 
allusion was found imthe document of A, D, 
149. 

There the investigation is brought to a 
standstill for the present, and the Pope has 
given strict injunctions that no translation 
of references in the documents shalkbe pub- 
lished until submitied for his sanction. 

The attitude of the Vatican authorities on 
the matter is one of skepticism as to the 
likelihood of any original authentification 
being unearthed.

THE LAW REQUIRES A MAJORITY 
OF ALL THE LEGISLATORS 
TO ELECT A SENATOR, 


THIS MEANS 73 OUT OF 145. 


Legal Measures Taken to Make Con- 
tests in Every County Where 
the Vote Has Been a 
Close One. 


COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 5.—The contest for 
control of the Legislature will likely be 
carried into the courts. The official re- 
turns of about one-fourth of the eighty- 
eight counties have been received by the 
Secretary of State. To the returns of close 
counties protests have been made. It is 
proposed now to prevent the issue of cer- 
tificates of election to certain legislative 
candidates if the courts will so order, 

To-day dnmterest centers in the official 
counting at Bowling Green of the vote of 
Wood Gounty. The Republican plurality 
in that county for Representative was re- 
duced yesterday to 2 and to-day it is an- 
nounced as 2. The Democrats claim their 


representative by a plurality of five. In- 
cluding Wood County’s representative, the 
Republicans claim the Legislature by 75 to 
7. If Wood County should finally be put 
in the Democratic list by the official figures 
the Legislature would stand 74 Republicans 
to 71 Democrats. While this is a mathe- 
matical majority of three, it is a constitu- 
tional surplus of only one. 


It requires 73 votes or a majority of all 
the 14 members to elect a Senator on joint 
ballot. With only 74 Representatives in the 
Legislature the death of a Republican mem- 
ber or a Republican vacancy from any 
cause would leave the bare majority, and if 
Wood County should elect a Democratic 
Representative there would no doubt be 
Startling developments in at least two 
other counties, 

The proposed legal proceedings are be- 
lieved to be in status quo waiting the com- 
petes of the official canvass of the vote 
n Wood County. : 

There are ten counties In the State that 
gave a plurality. each of less than 100 
in their respective legislative candidates, 
and of these close counties both part-es 
are almost equally the beneficiaries. The 
Republicans claim the following pluratities 
in three counties that have been most hotly 
contested: .

This 1s a total of 139 plurality for Repre- 
sentatives in the three counties. A change 
of seventy votes, properly distributed, would 
have changed the Ohio Legislature to 73 
Democrats and 72 Republicans, and perhaps 
have changed the political complexion of 
the United States Senate. It Is what is at 
stake as well as the close shave that causes 
the managers of both parties to fight it out 
with every possible effort that can be made, 

There were over 1,000,000 votes cast in Ohio 
last year, and it was estimated that there 
were 900,000 votes cast last Tuesday of which 
the deciding seventy votes is an infinitesimal 
per cent. In Hocking and Vinton Counties 
the Democrats elect their Representative 
by a plurality of 75, and by about the same 
plurathy in Van Wert County, while in 
Summit County the Democrats elect two 
Representatives on pluralities that are said 
to be as close as those of Wood and Dela- 
ware Counties. The Republicans claim that 
a change of less than 200 votes would give 
them four more Representatives in the coun- 
ties of Summit, Van Wert, Hocking and 
Vinton. 

The only trouble reported from the boards 
making the official counts yesterday was in 
Noble and Wood Counties, and those are 
simply animated discussions. These official 
counts are proceeding in the counties again 
to-day.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—The local stock 
mabket ignored the higher prices received 
from London and values declined on small 
trading, sugar leading with a loss of rt 
point. The average decline in the railroad 
shares was about half. 

Before the first hour of trading had far 
advanced a Spanish war scare was in full 
force on the floor of the Exchange. There 
was a momentary hesitancy after the open- 
ing and then the whole list began to fall, 
the velocity of the decline increasing as 
prices reached the lower range. The liqul- 
dation became very heavy, enormous blocks 
of stocks being thrown over for what they 
would bring, so that prices fell a large 
fraction or even a point between sales. 
There was no evidence of support at any 
point in the list. The fall in Manhattan 
reached 3%, in Sugar 3%; New Jersey Cen- 
tral, Kansas and Texas preferred, Reading 
first preferred, Susquehanna and Western 
preferred, Western Union and the leading 
grangers from 2 to 2% points and Chicago 
Gas and Tobacco 2 points. By 11 o’clock 
there were some slight rallies here and 
there but the tone of the market was very 
feverish, 

The first fall uncovered stop loss orders 
and there was such a throwing over of 
holdings as has not been seen on the Ex- 
change for many days. The _ disposition 
seemed to be to sell at any price and the 
buying power in the market was apparently 
insignificant. As a consequence stocks were 
offered with large reductions before meet- 
ing with buying orders. Apprehension over 
the health of the president of the Sugar 
company added to the weakness of that 
stock and made it the leader of the de- 
Cline with a fall of 3% per cent.

HAS BEEN AT THE “WORKS” TWO 
MONTHS AND HER SENTENCE 
SEEMS INDETERMINATE. 


ARRESTED WHILE AT PLAY. 


Half a Hundred “Minor Offenders”’ 
Recently Released to Make Room, 
but She Was Kept In With 
the Desperate Cases. 


Jessie Wilson, a 13-year-old girl, has been 


locked up at the Work-house for two 
months. She was convicted in the Police 
Court on the charge of having no home. 

Rev. A. S. Orne of Syracuse, N. Y., is In 
the city making an investigation of the 
treatment of juvenile offenders and delin- 
quents, with the intention of using the In- 
formmtion as. the basis of an attempt to 
procure the establishment of a home and in- 
dustrial training school for this class. 

He visited the Work-house Thursday, and 
after making a tour of the premises asked 
Mrs. Minnie Gammeter, the matron, if there 
were any juveniles confined there. 


“Yes,”’ said the matron. ‘“‘There is one, a 
13-year-old girl. It is a case which should 
enlist the attention of the Humane Society. 

Rey. Orne questioned her. She said the 
child had been there two months, and 
seemed to have been sent down on an in- 
definite sentence. She spoke highly of the 
child, and said it was a shame for her to be 
confined in such a place, even /f she had 
been guilty of some offense, which did not 
ecem to be the case. 

Rev. Orne asked to see the girl. He was 
taken to a cell in the women's quarters, 
where she was confined with four dissolute 
females of mature age. At his request she 
told her story. 

She said her mother was in the insane asy- 
lum and her father was ‘“‘no good.”’ She had 
been living with her aunt, but was made to 
feel that she was not wanted. 

A little over two months ago, she said, 
ehe was playing on the street one after- 
noon with a dog. A policeman came along, 
He asked her name and where she lived. 
She told him her name, but said she had 
no home. 

“Where do you stay?’’ she says the po- 
liceman asked her. 

“T have been staying with my aunt,” she 
eaid, ‘but she don’t want me any more.” 

She spoke this way, she says, in hopes 
that the policeman would find her a bet- 
ter home. 

‘You'd better come along with me,” he 
said. He took her to the police station, The 
next morning she says she was arraigned 
in the Police Court, and the policeman told 
where he had found her. She did not un- 
derstand the nature of the proceeding, and 
did not know where she was to be taken 
when she was placed in the Black Maria. 
She had heard of the House of Refuge and 
geupposed she was going there. 

he discovered her mistake when she got 
to the Work-house and found she was the 
only child among the hundreds of vicious 
criminals. 

Rev. Orne promised to try and procure 
her release. He went to Agent Holmes of 
the Humane Society of Missouri. Mr. 
Holmes was inclined to doubt if such a 
thing could be, but promised to make an 
investigation. 

Mr. Holmes says the case 
strictly come within the scope of the Hu- 
mane Soclety’s work, but !

Councilman Says He Has No Call From 
the Grand-Jury.

LESS GID RULES 


THE QUARANTINE REGULATIONS 
MODIFIED BY NEW ORLEANS 
AND OTHER POINTS. 


EFFECT OF COOL WEATHER. 


Health Boards Are Disappointed at 
the Slow Improvement, but 
Are Still Hopeful. 


New Orleans health authorities are some- 
what disappointed at the small improve- 
ment in the yellow fever epidemic since the 
advent of cool weather, but they still say 
that this can be only temporary and that 
relief will come in a few days. Dr. Oli- 
phant has issued the following order: 

“Quarantine against all points is raised, 
except that passengers from Mobile, Mont- 
gomery and coast points coming to New Or- 
leans will be required to have certificates 
from health officers or from reputable phy- 
sicians that for ten days. past there has 
been no yellow fever in houses where such 
passengers have resided, and it will further 
be required that all baggage and household 
effects from those points be disinfected at 
the Rigolets station, under supervision of 
quarantine officers.”’ 

Little Rock Board of Health has modi- 
fied the quarantine regulations. 

Natchez, Miss., has loosened up the lines 
so as to admit cotton from surrounding 
counties.

TRIED TO KILL HIS WIFE. 
Bloodthirsty Bohemian on Trial for 
Assault to Kill. 


When the janitor of Judge Zachritz’s 
court cleans up the room at the close of 
the day’s proceedings Friday he will have 
a bushel basket full of consonants, with 
a few vowels and diphthongs sprinkled 
among them by way of leavening, which 
have been detached from the conversation 
of the principal characters in the trial of 
Henry Nemec, charged with assault to kill. 

Nemec is a bloodthirsty Czech who made 
two attempts to murder his wife Barbara 
last February at her home, 1858 South 
Thirteenth street.

Then he turned the weapon 
and shot himself in the neck. He was in 
the hospital four months, but eventually 
recovered.

Hannibal Crime for Which an Arrest 
Is Soon Expected,

HANNIBAL, Mo., Nov. 6.—Frank Doyle, 
the wealthy saloon-keeper, was murdered 
at his home in this city at 10 o'clock. Thurs- 
day night.

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CALL A MASS MEETING. 
Opposition to the granting of the fran- 
chise sought by the owners of the Lin- 


c 


_ dell Railway has been organized by the 


citizens living on the proposed line. This 
opposition is based on the _ sufficient 
grounds: : 

That there is no publio necessity for 
the road, the line being paralleled on 
one side by the tracks of another com- 
pany -and on the other by the tracks 
of the company seeking the new fran- 
chise; 

That the building of ‘the road would be 
in violation of the third parallel street 
law; 

That the building of the road would 
practically confiscate narrow resident 
streets, inflicting heavy damages on 
property and subject the residents to 
great danger and discomfort; 

That in view of the lack of public neces- 
sity and the opposition of the people af- 
fected, to subject property owners and 
residents to this danger and damage for 
the sole benefit of the owners of a cor- 
poration is a wanton outrage. 

In short, the bill embodies a private 
grab at the expense of the city and the 
property owners and is in no sense a 
public measure, 

But there is another feature of this 


‘franchise bill which accentuates its char- 


acter as a private grab of public prop- 
erty. No compensation is provided for 
the valuable privileges it conveys. In 
this respect it involves the robbing of 
the whole city and should be opposed by 
all the people. 

In addition to the Lindell steal there 
are seven other bills before the Muni- 
cipal Assembly carrying steals of more or 
less magnitude. Some provide no com- 
pensation for the city. Others provide 
for pittances after five years of profitable 
operation, One impudent proposition 
seeks the confiscation of Forest Park 
to the profit of a private company. ‘It 
practically proposes to turn this great 
public park into a street railway resort. 

One of the biggest steals of all—a bill 
conveying franchise property worth 
nearly $4,000,000 and devoting to street 
car uses practically all the unoccupied 
Streets in the down-town district for 
ridiculously inadequate compensation— 
has been ordered to engrossment in the 
House of ‘Delegates. The bill is a re- 
vival of a steal that has been repeat- 
edly defeated under pressure of popular 
indignation. 

These wholesale grabs of franchise val- 
ues and of street space are attacks on 
the rights and interests of all the peo- 
ple of St. Louis and they are raids on 
public rights and public and private 
property. They involve the robbery of 
millions of dollars from the people and 
can only be consummated by boodle deals 
in contempt of justice and morality. 

All the people should protest against 
them, There should be an organization 
representing all the people for the protec. 
tion of the rights and interests of the 
Whole city. An organization for this pur- 
pose can only be formed by a public mass 
meeting of citizens. The place to hole 
it is the new Coliseum. The managers 
of the Exposition can find no better way 
of introducing this great auditorium to 
public notice and esteem than by tender- 
ing it free of charge for a citizens’ meet- 
ing to protest against a public outrage 

Let an anti-franchise grab mass 
meeting of citizens be called to meet at 
the Coliseum. 

The grandest work of a Grand-jury in 
St. Louls would be a successful search 
for bribers and bribees.

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NEW YORK CENTRAL WRECK. 

The official inquiry into the cause of 
the terrible wreck on the New York Cen- 
tral seems to be bringing out the fact 
that the railway company did not ex- 
ercise sufficient care in the construction 
of the track at the point where the 
wreck took place. It appears that the 
Hudson River at this point is from forty- 
five to sixty feet deep and the river bed 
is of euch formation that car-loads of 
stone dumped in disappear as if in a 
quicksand. 

Why did not the railway company, in 
constructing the roadbed, have the rock 
formations of the river bank examined 
by anh expert geologist and the river- 
bed investigated by divers’? Surface ex- 
amination showed that unusual care was 
necessary, but it does not seem to have 

‘exe ' 
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ried, it would have been thoroughly 
braced with tron bars to the sloping rock 
sides of the bank. As it was only in- 
tended for the “permanent way” of @ 
railway, on whith human lives were to 
be risked, no great expense was incurred 
in making ft safe. 

The lesson of the occurrence Is appli- 
cable to many a danger spot on other 
railways. It is time for American ral. 
way engineers to take the precautions 
that make the roadbeds of European 
railways so much safer than ours.

HANNA’S SERVICE. 

One of the results of the Ohio election 
is embodied in the statement that Hanna 
has lost his prestige as a manager.

‘He had the influence of the Administra- 
tion, including the personal services of 
the President. He had the aid of the gov- 
ernmental departments, including a spe- 
Clal pension bureau to arouse the enthu- 
siasm of the old soldiers. He had unlimit- 
ed funds. 

One thing Hanna did not have—he did 
not have the confidence and esteem of the 
people. But Hanna does not count upon 
these factors in politics. The people are 
mere pawns in his political game, to be 
skillfully manipulated to the advantage 
of the player. They are to be bought, bull- 
dozed or bamboozled as circumstances 
may require. They are to be utilized as 
troublesome, but necessary, elements for 
the welfare of those who run politics. 

Hanna, therefore, had everything that 
counts in the Hanna theory of politics 
and he made a dismal failure. The theory 
did not work out as Hanna expected and 
his supposed skill, the skill which avatled 
so much before the country became fully 
acquainted with his objects and methods, 
proved ineffective. 

But in the waning of Hanna’s prestige 
and the weakening of his power as a po- 
litical boss, Democrats—as party men, 
not as citizens—have cause for regret. 
Hanna was a powerful, although uncon- 
scious, agent of Democracy. No other 
man has carried ‘business politics to such 
a logical extreme, No other man has so 
adequately illustrated the hoggishness of 
organized greed in control of govern- 
mental power. In short, no other man has 
thrown on the canvas of American poll- 
tics in such boldness of outline the ugly 
picture of triumphant plutocracy. Boss 
Hanna has done more to impress upon 
the American people the perilous potency 
of organized greed in politics than all 
the bosses that have preceded him. He 
has the full courage of his viciousness.

THE BRITISH DEFENDED. 


Denial of Discourtesy to the Famine 
Relief Expedition. 


SAM FRANCISCO, Nov. 65—A Duluth 
dispatch to the effect that Captain Laverg 
of the famine relief steamer City of Ever- 
ett hag made complaints of the manner in 
which he was treated by British custom of- 
ficials of Calcutta and the English citizens 
of that city in general, with reference to 
dues and other matters, has brought fortha 
vigorous denial from the Chamber of Com- 
merce of this city, in part as follows: 

“We have no knowledge that any annoy- 
ances were intentionally inflicted on the 
City of Everett or her master. We hf&ve 
had formaliy extentuseto our people through 
official channels the thanks of the British 
Government for the kirdly action of our 
citizens in forwarding this relief to British 
subjects. The Chamber of Commerce of 
San Francisco was the local responsible or- 
ganization in connection with the charter 
of the City of Everett, and, _ therefore, 
deems it a duty’ to place this matter before 
the public. No uties whatever were 
charged on the cargo. Moreover, it was 
transported by the British Government to 
the points in the interior free of charge. 
British Consul General Warburton places 
no credit in the dispatch, saying that there 
is no duty on grain and foodstuffs, such as 
the Kverett carried. The Consu] General 
has’ a letter from the Captain of the 
steamer, dated Calcutta, Aug. 25, telling of 
the discharge of the relief cargo ard mak- 
ing no mention of any trouble or unpleasant- 
ness in the matter."’

The 
Trimble family has been under thé hand of 
fate for the past ten years, and all have been 
laid to rest, most of them dying with some 
strange malady.

GOLD IN WYOMING. 


Fabulously Rich Ore Found in Car- 
bon County Fields. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., Nov. 5.—Wonderfully 
rich gold-bearing ore has been found in Car- 
bon County, and prospectors by thousands 
are hurrying to the new fields, 

Four miles southwest of te new town 
of Grand Encampment is a mountain large- 


ly covered with golden float. It is looked 
upon as being one of the wonders of the 


camp, and has been called “the mountain of 
gold.”’ It is, perhaps, 3,000 by 6,000 feet in 
dimension, and, at its crest, is 8,500 feet 
above the level of the sea, Nine great paral- 
lel dykes of heavily mineralized quartz 
traverse it from northeast to southwest. 
These dykes are all cropping, and stand out 
as plain as the rows of corn in a field. 
Quartzite and mica schist separate them 
from each other, and experienced miners 
believe that with depth the dykes will all 
converge and form one mammoth body of 
ore. TWe float on this mountain is by far 
the richest yet discovered in the camp. 
Pieces no larger than a hen’s egg have 
been found to run from © cents to $1 pure 
gold, and chosen chunks from the dykes 
have assayed as high as $71,000 per ton.

Story of Squalor and Crime 
' From Salt River Hills. 


WM. C. BROWN MURDERED. 


HIS SON ELOPED WITH HIS STEP- 
MOTHER AND HIS DAUGHTER 
QUARRELED WITH HIM. 


THE CORONER INVESTIGATING. 


This Much Is Known, That His Death 
Was Caused by Arsenic and It 
May Have Been in 

| His Food,

PARIS, Mo, Nov. 5.—From among the 
Galt River hills near Ash, this county, 
comes a grewsome story of ignorance, pas- 
sion and crime. 

William C. Brown, a wood hauler of that 
vicinity, died last Saturday under very pe- 
cullar circumstances, so peculiar that the 
eoroner and the prosecuting attorney were 
compelled to investigate the matter. The 
investigation has brought out a most 
wretched story of ignorance and misery 
and revealed a condition of things that was 
ecarcely expected to exist even in the out- 
lying districts of a county right in the 
heart of Missourt. Brown was a wood 
hauler, having dependent upon him a family 
of eight children, for whom he found it 
a desperate task to provide. His poverty 
made it impossible for him to educate them, 
and they grew up In the most squalid mis- 
ery and ignorance, not one of them being 
able to read-or write. 

Brown recently married a second time. A 
ehort time after his marriage one of his 
sons became enamored of his wife, and be- 
fore he discovered their illicit love the 
guilty pair had fled. Then, to add to his 
misfortune, the remainder of his family 
deserted him. At his entreaty, however, 
they came back, and the two eldest daugh- 
ters took up the task of keeping house for 
him. Last Saturday Brown had prepared 
‘to haul a load ef wood to Moberly, but im- 
mediately after eating his breakfast was 
taken violently sick. He continued in this 
condition until nightfall. He died a short 
while afterward in great agony. The Cor- 
oner’s examination of his stomach yester- 
day showed that he was a victim of arsenic 
poisoning. The evidence adduced shows 
that his two daughters prepared his morn- 
ing meal, and reveals the fact that they had 
been offended at him for some time because 
he had forbidden them to keep company 
with some of their masculine associates. The 
coffee pot in which the morning meal was 
prepared is now in the possession of the 
Coroner, and its contents will be analyzed.

‘ The next time a dash for liberty is made 
by prisoners working in the quarry at the 
Work-fhouse, those connected with the out- 
break will probably know how it feels to 
have a rifie ball pass through the body. 

Because of the recent outbreak Supt. Nick 
Karr has adopted heroic measures to guard 
aga'nst the repetition of such an occur- 
rence. Hereafter Guard Joe Golish will be 
stationed on the summit of the high hill at 
the south end of the quarry. From this point 
he can command a view of every part of the 
place, and can readily note the actions of 
all prisoners at work below. 

Heretofore the guards have been armed 
with shot-guns loaded with small shot and 


‘a revolver. 


In addition to these weapons Golish is sup- 


‘plied with a 16-shot repeating Winchester 


rifle, and his instructions are to use it with- 
out compunction on any prisoner who at- 
tempts to escape. 

Golish is the guard who made such a val- 
fant fight coring the recent outbreak and 
eaptured two of the escaping prisoners in 

e face of at least a dozen bullets directed 
at him by them. 

According to his fellow guards, Golish is 
a crack shot with a rifle. He has been ac- 
customed to its use from childhood and 
yasses most of his leisure time hunting.

(Mink as an insanity expert two weeks ago, 
and since then Dr. Mink has been making 
daily visits to Thomaschuetz in jail. 

He was in the jail two hours Thursday 
afternoon. As he came out he was met 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“Do you think Thomaschuetz is insane?’ 
he was asked. 

“I cannot tell yet. He may be insane and 
he may not. It seems to me now as though 
he is pretending to be crazy. Saturday I 
will have a two-hour talk with him, and 
then I will be able to tell positively whether 
he is crazy or simulating insanity. 

“TIT am sure that at present he is not s0 
insane that he does not know what he is 
talking about. - 

“He is perfectly cognizant of the charge 
against him and realizes that if convicted 
he will hang, but he tells me that at times 
his mind wanders, and he does not know 
what he does. 

‘‘Understand me, I am not saying that he 
is not insane. but simply that I do not be- 
lieve him to be insane. I may yet be con- 
vinced.”’

No indications of the presence of 
Indians since the affair with the game 
wardens. No depredations by Indians. 
Will camp to-night at Box Elder and to- 
morrow at K ranch on return trip unless 
otherwise directed. The commanding offi- 
cer at Fort Duchesne telegraphs conditions 
at agencies remain unchanged.’ ’
